Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment chairman Haim Haberfeld 
meanwhile said there was no reason 
for four public-sector unions repre- 
senting 300,000 workers to declare a 
labour dispute on Sunday. 

The union leaders charged the 
government with refusing to negoti- 
ate with them individually on com- 
pensation for wage erosion and on 
restructuring wage scales. 

Haberfeld yesterday expressed 
confidence that the issue would be 
cleared up within a few days, and 
without work disruptions.

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Teachers threaten matric wreck the government

TEL AVIV. - Disruptions of matri- 
culation exams starting later this 
week were threatened yesterday by 
Secondary School Teachers Associa- 
tion Chairwoman Shoshana Bayer. 

Bayer charged that the Education 
Ministry is not fulfilling the agree- 
ment rcachedbut not signed with the 
union list month, which has averted 
exam disruptions until now. 

Under the agreement, letters of 
dismissal to . tenured teachers and 
notices cutting the number of hours 
per Week some teachers work, were 
to be cancelled. According to Bayer, 
letters of dismissal to over 200 
teachers ancfletters cutting the hours 


of 100 others have not been res- 
cinded. 

The rival Histadrut Teachers Un- 
ion. which has some high-school 
teachers among its members, has 
promised not to disrupt matricula- 
tion exams. The Histadrut union is 
currently not threatening any other 
disruptions either, since negotia- 
tions with the ministry on an agree- 
ment to prevent dismissal of teachers 
are continuing. 

But tomorrow the union lead- 
ership is to bear a report from its 
negotiating team and is to deride 
whether there seems to be any prog- 
ress or whether a new spate of job 
actions should be taken. 


Petrol stations to shut down tomorrow

The Association of Service Station 
Owners and Agents decided last 
night to go ahead with un indefinite 
. strike of ail its member .stations start- 
■ ing tumnmjw morning. Only about 
12 nations in the counuy do not 
belong to the association. 

The decision followed a meeting 
with Energy Minister Director- 
General Natan Arad, which brought 
> no results on the association's de- 
j inands for a 50 per cent increase in 
j commissions. The government is 


willing to give them only a 14 per 
cent increase. 

The household gas agents and dis- 
tributors have already gone out on 
an indefinite strike, also demanding 
a 50 per cent increase in their com- 
missions. 

Both the gas agents and petrol- 
station owners claim that they are 
operating at a loss. 

In a change from previous strikes, 
the gas agents are not selling gas 
cylinders in cases of emergencies - 
for example, to hospitals. They 
claim that they simply do not have 
money to buy cylinders. 


The prime minister's defeat in the 
inner cabinet on Sunday night over 
Taba has passed almost without 
notice, overshadowed by the hijack 
drama in Beirut. 

But well-placed political obser- 
vers believe that Peres's failure on 
Sunday to win a majority for submit- 
ting the dispute over the strip of 
Sinai near Eilat to arbitration har- 
bours within it the potential to des- 
troy the national unity government.

IDF under fire in security zone

He said the three U.S. govern- 
ment specialists, three West Ger- 
mans and four nominees of the 
Simon Wiesenthal Nazi-hunting 
organization were to see the remains 
for the first time yesterday. 


The specialists, together with the 
seven-man Brazilian team, would try 
to give a final verdict on whether the 
man was really Mengele. as his fami- 
ly and witnesses in Brazil claim. 

Tuma said documents held by the 
Simon Wiesenthal Centre, contain- 
ing medical information on the 
bunted Nazi, were expected to arrive 
in Brazil yesterday to help the identi- 
fication. 

Police have already positively 
identified letters and papers found in 


the house of an Austrian couple, 
who they say sheltered him, as hav- 
ing been written by Mengele. 

A dental specialist examining the 
remains said yesterday a square jaw 
formation of the unearthed skull 
indicated German characteristics. 

The dentist Dr. Carlos Valerioe 
said he found similarities, which he 
described as "vague,” with 1939 de- 
ntal records of the so-called “angel

Herzog paid a courtesy call on 
Hillery at his residence, which is in 
the grounds of the largest natural 
park in Europe. He then met the 
lord mayor of Dublin and the di- 
plomatic corps, represented at 
yesterday evening's Dublin Castle 
dinner by the papal nuncio. 

Fitzgerald has asked for a one- 
hour meeting alone with Herzog 
today. 

The president has placed on re- 
cord his personal appreciation to the 
prime minister.

U.S. wants 
Israel to 
take a hint

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration, while still refusing to 
publicly ask Israel to release the 
more than 700 Lebanese Shi'ite pris- 
oners in exchange for the crew and 
passengers of the hijacked TWA 
airliner, is privately spreading ttife 
word that Israel eventually should 
do so. 

But before any such exchange, 
U.S. officials are seeking firm assur- 
ances from Lebanese Shi'ite leader 
Nabih J3erri that all the hostages, 
including those with so-called 
"Jewish- sounding" names who were 
reportedly separated from the others 
in Beirut last Friday night, will in- 
deed be freed. 

National Security Adviser Robert 
McFarlane spoke by telephone with 
Beni yesterday, urging him to re- 
lease all the Americans. According 
to U.S. officials, McFarlane assured 
Bern that Israel could be expected to 
release the Shi'ite prisoners once all 
the Americans bad been safely 
freed. 

But Bern, wbo is regarded as a 
relative moderate by the Americans 
and certainly more responsible that 
the Islamic Jihad terrorists believed 
involved in the hijacking, reportedly 
rejected McFarlane's proposal. Ber- 
ri was said to be proposing a simul- 
taneous exchange. This appeared to 
U.S. officials to possibly set the stage 
for a drawn-out negotiating ordeal. 

State Department officials, in 
hinting broadly that Israel should 
release the Shi’ites even without a 
formal U.S. request, ore privately 
making three points: 

• Israel had planned to release 
them in any case in the near fottore. 
This was made dear to Washington 
by senior Lrael officials even before 
the plane was hijacked last Friday. 
Israel has always maintained that its 
detention of the Shi'ites was tempor- 
ary.

Berri says TWA hostages 
have been taken into city 


BEIRUT (AP). - U.S. warships 
raced to the eastern Mediterra- 
nean yesterday as Lebanon's 
Shi'ite Moslem warlord Nabih 
Berri said all hostages aboard the 
hijacked American jetliner had 
been taken to a secret hideout in 
Beirut at midnight Sunday. 

Beirut airport officials, 
however, insisted the estimated 
39 hostages were still on .the 
commandeered Trans World 
Airlines Boeing 727 and lunched 
on chicken on the fourth day of 
the hijack drama. 

As darkness fell, the red and white 
plane was still parked near the air- 
port's fire station with no sign of the 
militias or troops who have been 
standing guard since its landing in 
Beirut for the third time Sunday, the 
cabin lights were blacked, but its 
engines purred throughout the day 
to keep the air conditioning system 
working against the stifling heat. 

Some of the hijackers who are 
demanding the release of fellow 
Shi'ite guerrillas from an Israeli pris- 
on were certainly still aboard the 
aircraft. 

From time to time, the octagonal 


control tower’s radio crackled into 
life with messages from the cockpit. 
Reporters could see a bearded 
young man believed to be one of the 
hijackers seated in the copilot's posi- 
tion. 

The conflicting accounts on the 
whereabout and fate of the hostages 
came amid reports from Washington 
of redeployment of U.S. Naval 
squadrons and Marines to eastern 
Mediterranean waters facing Leba- 
non. 

The helicopter carrier Saipan left 
the eastern Spanish port of Be- 
nidorm. leaving on shore more than 
100 crewmen in its haste to depart, 
the Spanish national news agency 
Efe said. 

In addition, two U.S. Navy 
warships left Gibraltar yesterday. 
They were identified as the amphi- 
bious transport dock ship Nashville 
that can cany 840 troops and the 
USS Spartanburg County, which can 
put tanks ashore. 

The aircraft carrier Nimitz and 
three escort ships cancelled a 
weekend visit to an Italian port and 
were sailing to the eastern 
Mediterranean, Pentagon officials 
said in Washington.

Israel keeps low profile 


Fast Diplomatic Correspondent 
Israel maintained its deliberately 
low profile yesterday in connection 
with the TWA hijack. Official state- 
ments from Washington made it 
dear that the U.S. is not asking 
Israel to release its Shi'ite prisoners 
at this stage. And without an Amer- 
ican request it is plain that Israel will 
not do so on its own initiative. 

“It's an American plane, with 
American hostages and an Amer- 
ican ertw,” said Police Minister and 
inker cabinet member Haim Bar- 
Lev (Labour) in a radio interview. 
His comments reflected the govern- 
ment's determination to take its cue 
in this episode from the Americans. 

"We are not going to get out 
ahead of the Americans," another 
key offidal told The Jerusalem Post. 


He reiterated that Israel had re- 
ceived no requests from the Amer- 
icans. or for that matter from the 
International Red Cross. 

By and large the blanket of discre- 
tion imposed by Premier Peres at 
Sunday's cabinet meeting stayed in 
place yesterday, with government 
sources confining themselves to off- 
the-record remarks. The premier 
himself, speaking at the Haifa 
Technion, said he would refrain 
from any statement regarding the 
hijack so as not to impair American 
efforts to secure the release. 

The government, he said, has 
maintained no contacts on the hos- 
tage issue beyond those which it had 
disclosed, and it does, not wish to 
make any public pronouncements.

BEIT EL- - The recently appointed 
Jordanian cabinet, nearly half of 
whom are Palestinians, has stepped 
up its activity In the West Bank, 
according to the outgoing head of 
the Judea and Samaria Civil Admi- 
nistration, Aluf-Misbne Freddy 
Zach. 

At the same time. Zach said, the 
influence of the PLO continues to 
decline, although the agreement be- 
tween King Hussein and Yasser Ara- 
fat has seen some cooperation on a 
local level between pro-PLO and 
pro-Hash emice groups in the area. 
Nonetheless, rivalries between the 
two major groups of opinion remain. 

The Jordanian authorities have 
increased the salaries they have paid 
to civil servants employed before 
June 1967. These constitute some 20 
per cent of the people employed by 
the Civil Administration. The new 
cabinet ministers have also made 
several statements indicating that 
they intend liberalizing many of the 
restrictions placed on trade and 
other relations between Jordan and 
the territory under Israeli rule. 

Israeli officials have also moni- 
tored an increase in the Jordanian 
secret police's interest in the activi- 
ties and movement of local residents 
across the Jordan river bridges. 

Speaking at a press conference 
yesterday, called to mark his depar- 
ture and the publication of the Civil 
Administration's annual report, 
Zach also noted that a group of 
pro-Jordanian personalities in East 
Jerusalem has become increasingly 
active. This group , he said , is lead by 
the East Jerusalem businessman 
Othman Khaliak, al-Kuds editor 
Mahmoud Abu Zuluf and Jerusalem 
lawyer Issam Annani. 

The Gvil Administration has dra- 
matically increased the amount of 
income tax it collects from local 
residents, and this year was able to 
finance ail of its activities, including 
the development budget, from such 
taxes and duties. 

The report states that IS7.4 mil- 
lion were collected during 1984, an 
increase of 39 per cent over the 
previous year. Israel's administra- 
tion of the 800,000-odd inhabitants 


hardly costs anything today apart 
from the direct expenditure on 
security, Zach said. 

The release of hundreds of con- 
victed terrorists into the area follow- 
ing last month's prisoner exchange 
has so far not resulted in any unrest 
or increase in security offences. 
However, military government and 
security officials had ascertained 
rhat a group of life-term prisoners 
released aspart of the swap do pose a 
threat. "They are under constant 
surveillance," he said. 

The military authorities have also 
begun banning students they suspect 
of incitement on the various uni- 
versity campuses in the area as an 
alternative to closing the institutions 
after unrest. 

Zach said that to date some 20 
such orders confining students to 
their towns or villages, or barring 
them from entering the campuses, 
have been issued. 

The Bank of Israel and the De- 
fence Ministry have approved the 
establishment of a bank in the West 
Bank, and all difficulties stem from 
reservations on the Jordanian side, 
according to Zach. Restrictions on 
the import of funds have been lifted 
and since May some SS0 million in 
cash has entered the West Bank. 

Zach confirmed that the military 
government bad changed its policy 
on the unification of families insti- 
tuted after the Six Day War. No 
formal criteria other than the vague 
principle of "true humanitarian con- 
cern" are employed any longer. Fi- 
gures provided by his office later 
during the day indicate that on an 
annual basis this change in policy has 
not really been reflected in the num- 
ber of family-reunion permits that 
have been issued. Last year 1,055 
permits were issued. 

Zach will be replacing the out- 
going head of the economic branch 
in the Defence Ministry's Coordina- 
tor of Activities in the Administered 
Territories, Tat-AJuf Arye Becken- 
stein, who is retiring from the army. 
Aluf-Mishne Ephraim Sneh. son of 
the late MK Moshe Sneh. is to 
replace Zach next month. Sneh's 
previous positions included a stint of 
liaison activity in Southern Leba- 
non.

West Bank judge 
gets 3 years, fine 
for taking bribes

Ghaleb Haj Mahmoud, former 
president of the West Bank Court of 
Appeals, was sentenced yesterday to 
three years’ imprisonment and a 
IS60 million fine after being found 
guilty on 27 counts of bribery. 

Mahmoud, who was said to have 
accepted over SI million in bribes 
over the past seven years, will com- 
mence his sentence in two weeks, 
after the Moslem holidays. He was 
tried by the Ramallah Military 
Court. 

He was the last and most senior of 
four local judges detained four 
months ago on charges of corrup- 
tion. One judge was released for lack 
Of evidence, while two others have 
been sentenced. The two trials were 
conducted in camera and the court 
has forbidden the publication of 
their sentences.

MARJAYOUN. - “If Unifil makes 
the same mistake that it did last 
week, the South Lebanese Army will 
react in the same way,” Gen. 
Antoine Lahad, the commander oF 
the SLA, warned here yesterday. 

He was referring to the Transfer of 
11 SLA men to Amal by UnifiJ and 
the subsequent detention of over 20 
Furnish Unifil soldiers by the SLA. 

Speaking to Israeli military corres- 
pondents. Lahad said that the SLA 
had never requested and does not 
expect Unifil recognition. But it 
wants the same type of relationship 
Unifil has with other forces in the 
area, like the Shi'ite Amal militia. 

"We do not want recognition but 
we and Unifil need to cooperate if 
incidents like last week are not to 
recur,” he said. 

Lahad said that he was absolutely 
sure that the 11 men did not defect, 
even though the Red Cross - in 
whom he said he had total faith - had 
presented him with a written state- 
ment that the 11 do not want to 
return to the SLA. * 

“We could not contest the written 
statements, even though we are cer- 
tain that they were signed under 
duress,” he said. 

Lahad did not deny that there 


have been defections from the SLA. 
but said that now that the political 
situation has stabilized in Southern 
Lebanon he expects these to end. 

He said that more Shi’ites are 
joining the SLA - a claim that was 
substantiated by Israeli officers who 
provided details on current SLA 
strength, including the recent induc- 
tion of 10C 1 recruits who are now 
undergoing basic training at an SLA 
camp. 

The defections. Lahad explained, 
were primarily generated by the un- 
certainty caused by the series of 
Israeli pullbacks that made southern 
Shi'ites nervous about the SLA’s 
continued ability to control the 
south. 

Lahad said that the number of 
Israeli soldiers and advisers attached 
to his forces “is satisfactory,’* but 
only if the status quo continues to 
bold. "If pressures on us increase, 
not from Amal but from the Syrians, 
we will not be able to 'withstand these 
as things are,” be said. 

The SLA commander, in reply to 
a question, said that the release of , 
Shi'ites from the Atlit detention cen- 
tre hau not affected the security 
situation in Southern Lebanon. 
“Generally we find that once a man 
has spent time in detention he does 
not return to tenor activity,” he 
said. 


‘Harassed’ Ramallah families

one thing, Taba is “Eretz Yisrael,” 
in a certain sense, since both major 
parties regard it as tbe key to repair- 
ing the peace with Egypt and thence 
proceeding towards progress on a 
comprehensive peace. In addition, 
all comproxmse ideas have already 
been tried in talks with Egypt (' “hyb- 
rid” arbitration-conciliation; three 
months of conciliation to be fol- 
lowed by arbitration; etc.) - and all 
have been rejected. Egypt’s Presi- 
dent Mubarak and his government 
have dug themselves into a position- 
of-prindple in which ** '*re is virtual- 
ly no room for comp -rise. They 
are offering an across-the-board 
thaw of the "cold peace” - in return 
for arbitration. But nothing other 
than arbitration is acceptable* 

It was this “package deal” which 
Peres put to the inner cabinet on 
Sunday, and which the inner cabinet 
in effect rejected. 

The premier himself bad earlier 
exacerbated the political signifi- 
cance of this setback by letting it be 
known, both within his own party 
and to the Likud, that the Taba 
arbitration was an issue of principle 
on which he would not brook defeat 
or undue delay. During Sunday 
there were reports in the media, 
apparently inspired, that if the deci- 
sion was not taken that same night 
the premier would resign. 

This was plainly premature. 

The blow to Peres’s political 
standing at home is compounded by 
the embarrassment he has inevitably 
suffered abroad - especially in Cairo 
and in Washington. 

The Egyptians bad been led to 
believe, by a whole series of hints 
and signals ostensibly conveyed at 
the instance of the premier, thawhe 
Taba arbitration was now virtually 
“in the bag.” There was even talk, in 
diplomatic contacts between the two 


countries, of a Peres-Mubarak sum- 
mit being held within a week or two 
after the formal agreement on the 
compromis or terms of reference of 
the arbitration. 

This was similarly the impression 
among American officials. Peres has 
indicated to the Americans that he 
will be prepared to move ahead on 
West Bank talks once be has success- 
fully restored the Egypt-Lsrael nor- 
malization. He was buoyed by the 
generally favourable reception 
accorded to his "alternative peace 
plan” which he enunciated from the 
Knesset rostrum last week. Amer- 
ican and Egyptian reactions were 
particularly encouraging. 

The premier also believes that a 
success with Egypt would signifi- 
cantly impact on public opinion at 
home and thereby prepare the 
ground for diplomatic progress on 
the eastern front. 

Now, say well-placed observers, 
Peres may seek the support of the 
religious parties who hold the ba- 
lance in the coalition - and thereby 
signal to Shamir that he is prepared 
to break up the unity government, 
and try for a narrow-based govern- 
ment, unless the Likud softens its 
opposition to arbitration over Taba.

Norwegian Chief Rabbi Michael 
Melchior yesterday called on Israeli 
leaders to agree on a consistent poli- 
cy on Unifil. 


The 31-year-old Melchior, who is 
here as a guest of the World Zionist 
Organization, says that the 
thousands of Norwegian men who 
have served in the Unifil contingent in 
Southern Lebanon arrive in the Mid- 
dle East sympathetic towards Israel, 
but return home “hating Israel.” 
The cause of the antipathy is the 
Israeli-backed Soutb Lebanon 
Army, whose soldiers are known for 
their "bad behaviour. ” 


Melchior, son of Danish Chief 
Rabbi Bent Melchior, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that ministers and MKs 
visiting Scandinavia differ on 
whether UnifiJ is vital to Israel’s 
interests. Some say it is, while others 
say it should be disbanded, he said. 
This confuses both the 1, 200- 


member Jewish community of Nor- 
way as well as Norwegian leaders. 

Incidents involving the SLA and 
the Unifil’s Norwegian contingent, 
he continues, are covered by the 
Norwegian press on an alraost-daily 
basis on the front pages. Tbe clashes 
have caused tremendous anger 
against Israel. "The only place in the 
world where Norwegian soldiers are 
stationed abroad is Lebanon. Tbe 
focus is on them.” 

Melchior also urged that Israelis 
open their homes to Unifil soldiers 
and provide warm hospitality. So 
far, they have been treated with 
suspicion or even contempt. Being 
friendly to them while they are on 
leave in Israel would be worth much 
more than sending some Israelis to 
speak in Scandinavia, he said. 

The chief rabbi of Norway, who . 
has held the post for five years, was 
born in Denmark, bur he studied at 
Yeshivat Hakotel in Jerusalem and 
was ordained by the late Jerusalem 
chief rabbi BezaJel Zolti.

An Israeli gunboat reappeared in 
Mediterranean waters opposite 
Beirut’s airport for a second straight 
day and was later joined by another. 
Both drew occasional barrages of 
anti-aircraft fire from Shi'ite militia 
positions at the airport’s southern 
edge. 

The Pentagon, meanwhile, yester- 
day identified tbe man shot to death 
by the hijackers and dumped out of 
the plane at Beirut Airport on Satur- 
day as U.S. Navy diver Robert 
Stethem, 23, of Waldorf, Maryland. 

Bern’s chief spokesman Aii Ham- 
dan told reporters at the airport that 
32 Americans, four Greeks includ- 
ing folk singer Demis Roussos, and 
three crewmen remained in captiv- 
ity.

The Histadrut union claims that 
undertakings to grant across-the- 
board job-grade promotions have 
not been fulfilled, and that a wage- 
erosion increment granted last year 
has not been linked to the Consumer 
Price Index. 

Following yesterday’s rejection of 
the request for a temporary order. 
Histadrut attorneys handed Bar-Niv 
a list of 3,000 key municipal workers 
it is exempting from the strike. They 
include staff of such services as water 
supply, sewage, the fire brigades, 
custodial and transport of handicap- 
ped children and their schools, street 
lighting, safety patrol, sanitation at 
municipal hospitals and school trans- 
port. 

A spokesman for the Union of 
Local Authorities told reporters that 
if mayors or local authority heads 
feel more workers are needed they 
would not hesitate to issue back-to- 
work orders, as required. Interior 
Minister Yitzhak Peretz on Sunday 


had signed an order permitting 
mayors to do so. 

Tourists and shoppers yesterday 
had to pick their way around the 
garbage piles on the sidewalks of Tel 
Aviv’s Rehov Dizengoff and cafe- 
goers found themselves sitting 
almost on top of the garbage. 

Tel Aviv drivers, pleased at the 
expected respite from the dreaded 
“Denver Boots” and parking tick- 
ets, parked on sidewalks and in other 
illegal places. 

Several nursery schools closed 
down, because the nursery school 
teachers’ assistants are municipal 
employees and therefore striking, 
and parents had to take their chil- 
dren back home or to work with 
them. Other nursery schools closed 
early, disrupting the parents' work 
day. 

Studies continued as usual in 
school, but school secretaries and 
caretakers did not show up. leaving 
paper work, maintenance and clean- 


ing undone. Garbage was not col- 
lected from the schools and the 
toilets were not cleaned. 

Emergency services continued 
operating with skeleton staffs, their 
workers receiving special permission 
to work during the strike to alleviate 
the public suffering. These services 
include fire fighting, sewage, gar- 
bage collection from hotels and hos- 
pitals and transporting children to 
schools. 

The Tel Aviv beaches were full of 
bathers, despite the black flags flown 
by the striking life-guards: but in Bat 
Yam. the municipality issued back- 
to-work orders yesterday to 18 life 
guards so that bathers ai the city's 
beaches could swim without violat- 
ing the law. 

In Petah -Tikva. municipal em- 
ployees joined the strike at midnight 
last night, following a self-imposed 
delay announced on Sunday, as part 
of that dry’s mourning period for the 


children killed in the train-bus colli- 
sion last week. 

Avraham ShafoL head of the In- 
terior Ministry’s emergency strike 
task force told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that no serious problems 
have been reported to him by 
mayors “except for several inquiries 
about how to go about issuing the 
back-to-work orders.” 

At this point, both the Interior 
Ministry and the Treasury are not 
intervening in the strike, claiming 
they are not parties to the dispute. 

A Treasury spokesman told The 
Post that last Friday Finance Minis- 
ter Moda'i expressed readiness to 
approve funding for the job grade 
advancement demanded by the 
workers' union, but only for the 
duration of the current budget year. 
But the workers, citing the agree- 
ment with the Union of Local Au- 
thorities for promotions extending 
into next year, rejected Moda'i's 
offer.

-■TELAVIVV- All taxi drivers were 
ba& at work yesterday amid con- 
siderable mix-up concerning fares. 
Sherut farescharged by nearly all the 
Jitaxi companies include the govern- 
ment approved increase of 14 per 
cent plus two per cent VAT. while 
. far® fo* special trips are negotiable. 
Metered fares have been raised by 
many companies 37.4 per cent. 

The taxi drivers went back to work 
after a' 12-day strike, claiming that 
they had the support of the govern- 
ment, -the Histadrut and the manu- 
facturers for their 37.4 per cent fare 
increase. They decided that they 
would charge the higher price even 
though they had not yet received 
government approval. It is believed 


tnat they will receive this approval in 
a matter of days. 

Jerusalem taxi drivers returned to 
work in the afternoon, but are charg- 
ing the official government price. 
They returned to work because they 
could not remain on strike while 
their colleagues from other parts of 
the country had gone back to work. 

Shemtov Shemtov, chairman of 
the Jerusalem cab owner’s associa- 
tion, told reporters that he will “con- 
tinue to seek the legitimate in- 
crease” that he said is needed by the 
cab companies to make their busi- 
ness profitable. 

He declined comment yesterday 
afternoon when asked why the heads 
of the Tel Aviv and H aifa associa- 
tions had oot consulted with him 
when they decided to raise fares 
unilaterally by 37 per cent.

The 
plan did not succeed since Corfu was 
at Ben-Gurion Airport seeing Presi- 
dent Herzog off to Ireland. 

The taxi drivers plan to hold small 
demonstrations of about a dozen 
taxis in front of the government 
offices in Jerusalem until a positive 
answer to their demands is given. 
The taxi owners onion is meeting 
today to decide what further steps to 
take if no positive answer is re- 
ceived. 


Truckers plan warning strike for today

The country's truckers are holding 
a one-day warning strike today to 
follow up yesterday's demonstration 
fa Jerusalem - which, despite earlier 
predictions of chaos, did little to 
disrupt traffic in the capital. 

Today's stike, called by the Israel 
Trucking Board which groups some 
85 per cent of all truck-owners, will 
mainly affect fanners, who will not 
: be aWfi to market their produce. 


The trackers are demanding a 30 
per rent increase in tariffs, while the 
government is willing to authorize 
only a 14 per cent raise. 

Yesterday's demonstration went 
off quietly, mainly because the 
police would not allow all 500 de- 
monstrating truckers to go up to the 
capital at the same time. At the 
height of the protest outside the 
government offices, police estimate 
that no more than 200 of the planned 
500 trucks actually made it to Jeru- 
salem. 


The demonstration began at 7 
a.m., with the arrival of some 70 
trucks, which crept up the last curves 
of the Tel Ariv-Jerasalem highway 
in the right-hand lane with their 
lights on and horns blasting. 

For about half an hour at the 
entrance to town traffic was snarled as 
tiie tracks inched from the highway 
to the government office buildings at 
Kiryat Ben-Gurion. 

On the tracks were plasterd post- 
ers saying: “We don’t want sub- 
sidies, just a decent rate." 


Pollfinds Israelis fear secular-religious strife

Israeli Jews over the age of I S, 52 per 

-• cent - of : the respondents favour 
adding “more hours on Judaic stu- 

- efics" to the school curriculum. Of 
- . those- -questioned who identified 

themselves as “religious.” 88 per 
teat favoured this, compared to 66 
per cent of. those who called them- 
selves "traditional" and 38 per cent 
i.of those who labelled themselves 
^‘secular." 


‘ Only nine per cent of the secular 
Jews wanted the time dedicated to 
Jewish subjects cut. 

Comparing the religious-secular 
situation of today with that five years 
ago, 35 per cent of the religious said 
it is “worse” today, while 55 per cent 
of the secular saw a deterioration in 
relations between the two groups. 
The better educated saw the situa- 
tion in general as more serious to- 
day. 

Conflict between religious and 
secular Jews is regarded by those 
polled as much more serious and 
long-term than that between Sephar- 
di and Ashkenazi Jews. 

Tropper. who was an adviser to 
former education minister Zevulun 
Hammer, conceded that there were 
gaps in the poll. It did not, for 
example, compare the views of 
Zionist-oriented religious Jews with 
those of the ultra-Orthodox, or 
youngsters under the age of 18. But 
he said that it was only the first of a 
series of polls by Gesher. 


Tropper was encouraged that 
most religious and secular respon- 
dents said they were willing to take 
part personally in Jewish studies 
together. A total of 64 percent of the 
religious were open to courses with 
the secular, while 53 per cent of the 
secular Jews were ready to study 
with religious Jews. 

As a result of the poll, Gesher 
intends to increase its encounters 
between religious and secular adults. 

Tropper was asked whether he 
personally favours the operation of 
the swimming pool in Jerusalem's 
Ramot quarter on Sbabbat, which 
has been the scene of conflict even 
before it has opened. Tropper said 
be would favour closing it only on 
condition that the decision were 
reached in calm negotiations be- 
tween secular and religious resi- 
dents. If the ultra-Orthodox forced a 
closedown on Shabbat through the 
use of political pressure, he would 
oppose it, Tropper said.

Book fairs in 44 towns

TEL AVIV. - The organizers of 
Hebrew Book Week yesterday ex- 
pressed the hope that lighting and 
.sanitary services, would be available 
for the fair which opens tomorrow, 
despite the municipal strikes. " 

At a press conference here, the 
organizers disclosed that over 30,000 
titles would be available at discounts 
in 44 open-air book markets from 
Katzrin in the Golan Heights to 
Eilat. The largest fairs will be in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Ramat Gan, 
Haifa, Netanya and Beersheba. 

The deputy director of the Educa- 
tion Ministry's Arts and Culture de- 
partment, Dan Ronen said that 


some 650,000 readers regularly bor- 
row books at 600 public libraries 
around the country. About half the 
poptdation reads one book per 
month, and 30 per cent read four or 
more, he said. 

The deputy chairman of the Pub- 
lisher- Association, Avshalom 
Orenstein, described the state of the 
industry as “relatively good." In 
binderies and other sectors of the 
trade, there is even a shortage of 
workers, he said. 

Writers Association chairwoman 
Shulamit Lapid called on the Educa- 
tion Ministry to increase the budget 
of the Hebrew Book Council, which 
buys books-for public libraries. She 
described the current budget as “de- 
risory." 


Suit by family of bus attack victim 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A suit for 
damages filed by the family of the 
youth killed in last year's rocket 
attack on an Arab bus in Jerusalem 
was taken up in the Magistrate's 
Court here yesterday. 

In their suit, Ismail and Jamal 
al-Matur. claim that the state is' li- 
able for the slaying of the youth, as 
the killer, David Ben-Shimol, was 
serving in the IDF at the time and 
used an IDF anti-tank rocket in the 
attack. 


They claim that the state had given 
Ben-Shimol access to the rocket 
used, or had not taken the necessary 
precautions to prevent him from 
gaining access to it. 

They father claim that the state 
should have been aware of the 
murderous ideas and intentions Ben- 
Shimol harboured against Arabs. 

Ben-Shimol, who has been sent- 
enced to life in prison, has yet to 
submit a defence brief to the suit.

Avneri then asks: “Did Levinson 
(as chairman of the board of Bank 
Hapoalim, which would have been 
involved in financing Soltam’s trade 
with Iran) go from country to coun- 
try with a briefcase full of mone y to 
settle the financing of these arms 
deals? Did he make use of numbered 
accounts to transfer bribes? Did he 
make use of this money for party 

purposes?” 

The author concludes that there 
is no way of knowing the answer to 


these questions, as Levinson pro- 
vided the bank comptrollers with 
only general information concerning 
the arms deals. “His big mistake,” 
Avneri concluded, was that “he did 
not provide hims elf in advance with 
proof of these dealings, which were 
taken up by his enemies to besmirch 
his name." 

Avneri bad wanted to write a book 
about Levinson a year and a half 
before the scandal, but Levinson, a 
person who did not like public expo- 
sure, refused to cooperate. 

However, a few days before his 
suicide. Levinson began dictating 
details about his life to Avneri and 
gave him access to archives so that a 
book could be written, 

“I didn't know he was planning 


suicide. In fact, a few hours before 
his death he seemed to be in a very 
good mood. In retrospect, it was like 
someone condemned to death com- 
ing to terms with his fate," Avneri 
said. 

Avneri claims in the book that 
Nxssim Bacbar, bead of the Histad- 
rut ’s auditing committee at the time, 
deliberately misquoted the Histad- 
rut constitution in an attempt to 
prove that information about sus- 
pected irregularities in Bank 
Hapoalim had to be sent to the 
attorney-general and not investigated 
within the Histadrut. (He neglected 
to quote the proviso “except for 
issues with social implications" in 
the Histadrut constitution clause ex- 
empting bank matters from Histad- 


rut investigation and requiring that 
they be referred to thegovemment.) 

Another of the many revelations 
in the book's more than 400 pages is 
that, when the party wanted Yero- 
ham Meshel to step down as Histad- 
rut secretary-general after Levin- 
son's suicide, Meshel reached a sec- 
ret agreement with Ya’acov Shamai 
of the Likud Histadrut faction under 
which Shamai would torpedo Kes- 
sar’s election as Meshel’s successor 
by demanding a secret ballot. The 
plot was foiled, Avneri claims, when 
it was leaked to four Labour MKs, 
including Kessar. 

A representative of the Zmorah

Moda’i to vote for Likud 
unity at Liberal meeting

TEL AVTV. - Finance Minister 
Moda'i will vote for unification of 
the Likud at Thursday's Liberal Par- 
ly convention even if his own prop- 
osal for unification is defeated bv 
that of his rivals. Ministers Shari r. 
Pan and Nissan - Moda'i declared at 
a press conference here yesterday. 

"The name of my faction in the 
party is unity and change and we've 
had that name for 12 years.” he said. 
“That indicates how consistent I am 
about wanting unity. . I wanted it 
when former premier Begin didn't. 
For the others unity is secondary. 
They want to make political capital 
out of it, including getting me out of 
the way.” Moda'i said. 

As much as Thursday's conven- 
tion will be a battle between those 
who want unity and those who 
oppose it. the occasion will be a 
battle between Moda'i and his fol- 
lowers on one side and the other 
Liberal ministers on the other. 

“My proposal calls for the conven- 
tion accepting the conditions for uni- 
ty as laid down in the documents 
which Minister Nissim and l drafted 
with Ministers Levy and Arens of 
Herat, conditional on approval with- 
in six months by a parallel body in 
Herat. 

“They (the other Liberal minis- 


ters) want the convention to approve 
unification. Then, if it should turn 
out that Herat doesn't approve it. we 
would have to make a new decision. 
It's like a couple standing under the 
canopy and the groom saying no 
while the bride says yes.'* 

He said that he believes those who 
oppose unification may not leave the 
party immediately if this proposal is 
accepted. 

“They wanted an immediate vote 
for or against unification, but I con- 
vinced them that it would be better if 
the two resolutions for unification 
were pitted against each other so 
people would know what being for 
or against actually entailed. There 
may be two resolutions against uni- 
fication too: one calling for main- 
taining the status quo in the Likud 
and the other for dismantling tbe 
Likud altogether.” 

Moda'i said he knows that the 
wider the representation in a party 
group (and the convention is the 
widest) the more there is resistance 
to the idea of unification. Neverthe- 
less. he said he would be surprised if 
unification is not agreed upon on 
Thursday. Asked if he will consider 
stepping down from his position in 
the party leadership if unification is 
defeated, he said he assumes that 
derision will be made for him. 

Opponents of unification are to 
hold a press conference today. 


Bar-Lev favours raising 
speed limit on major roads 


Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
said in a press statement yesterday 
that he wants to raise the speed limit 
on the country's three most modern 
roads from 90 kilometres per hour to 
100, saying that only 0.5 per cent of 
accidents on those roads is a direct 
result of speed. 

The minister suggests raising the 
limit on the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem 
highway up to Sha'ar Hagai, on the 
Tel Aviv-Haifa highway from Givat 
Olga to Tirat Carmel, and on the Tel 
Aviv-Ashdod highway. He is to 
propose this at a meeting tomorrow 
of the Ministerial Committee on 
Highway Safety. 

Bar-Lev said that the present 
speed limit “forces many drivers to 
break the law," because many of the 
cars on the roads are newer and 
faster than m the past. 

At a recent press conference. 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
stated that he opposes raising the 
speed [unit. 

There are only a few roads in 
Israel -Cess than^lQ per. rent) on 
which it is posable to travel' at 90 
kilometres per hour. 


For the small proportions of roads, 
where it would be possible to travel 
at 100 kph, it is not worth raising the 
speed limit, say transport officials. 
Motorists will simply not reduce 
speed when they return to the lower 
speed roads. 

Today there is a difference of 10 
kph between tbe faster speed roads 
and the lower speed roads, making it 
easier for the driver. Corfu fears that 
motorists will travel even faster than 
100 kph, and he also pointed out that 
at faster speeds there is higher fuel 
consumption.

Families wait anxiously across UJS. 


CHICAGO (Reuter). -They hung a 
yellow ribbon atop the 30 metre high 
steeple of St. Margaret Mary Church 
in Algonquin, Illinois on Sunday and 
prayed for friends and family caught 
is an act of political violence half a 
world away. 

* In towns large and small across the 
U-S. the hijacked Trans World Air- 
lines jet and its passengers were the 
focus of concern on a day of prayer. 

In Algonquin, a village near Chi- 
cago, faithful gave thanks far the 
release of many .of the more than two 
dozen parishioners who were ending 
a Holy Land pilgrimage when their 
plane was hijacked. 

In Kansas City, Missouri, friends 
and family of the plane’s pilot, veter- 
an TWA captain John Testrake, ex- 
pressed hope that his faith and his 
personality would puli him and the 
remaining captive passengers 
through. 

•“He'-s a cool operator, an old pro 
at the business of flying,” Howard 


Hill, a local newspaper publisher, 
told Reuters. 

He was apflotin. World War H and 
in Korea and he’s vary much in 
command of himself," said Hill. 
"He’s a take-charge kind of guy”’ 

Friends and family members also 
said Testrake has a very deep reli- 
gious faith that should help him in 
the current crisis.- 

In St. Louis, Missouri, Elmer 
Zimmerman a, the 88-year-oid 
father of another crew member. 
Flight Engineer Benjamin Zunmer- 
mann , suffered a second heart attack 
and died last night after hearing that 
his son was aboard the hijacked jet. 
Zimmermann was placed in hospital 
last week after suffering a first 
attack. 

In Algonquin, where around-the- 
clock prayer vigils had been held 
since the hijacking began, members 
of the tour group who were released 
earlier in the ordeal were scheduled 


to arrive back to join friends for a 
prayer service. 

Family members huddled around 
television sets trying to pick up the 
latest news about the hijacking. 

■ Residents of Algonquin and other 
towns near Chicago tied yellow rib- 
bons, a sign of waiting in hope, to 
riees and public buildings awaiting 
the outcome of the hijacking. 

The ringing of a telephone this 
afternoon and a voice from Paris, 
answered the prayers of a New 
Jersey mother who bad lived with 
fear since the plane was seized. 

Eleanor Ditchkus said her daugh- 
ter, Indy Ditchkus Brown, called to 
say she was alive and safe after being 
released along with other women 
last night from the hijacked jet. 

Brown and her husband Michael, 
27, had been on their honeymoon in 
Europe. State Department officials 
said Brown was still aboard the air- 
craft in Beirut.

Hijackers given a free hand 
at Beirut’s chaotic airport 


Hammer sees 
Gorbachev,

LONDON (AP). - An Australian 
family, freed from the hijacked 
TWA jetliner, told reporters on Sun- 
day of the brutal beating and murder 
of an American hostage picked by 
the gunmen to show they would 
carry out their death threats. 

William Henderson, 53, his wife 
Rosemary, 48, and their daughter 
Ruth, 16, from Melbourne, flew in 
to London's Heathrow Airport from 
Paris after being released with 
dozens of other hostages during one 
of the two stops the Boeing 727 made 
in Algiers. 

Ruth Henderson said she was sit- 
ting beside the young American and 
had tried to help him after he had 
been beaten and then watched in 
horror as he was taken away to be 
shot. 


‘They dragged him out of his seat, 
tied his hands and then beat him up. 
I watched as they kicked him in the 
head, then they kicked him in the 
face and kneecaps and kept kicking 
him until they had broken all his ribs. 

“Then they tried to knock him out 
with the butt of a pistol - they kept 
hitting him over the head but he was 
very strong and they couldn't knock 
him out." 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - Six aircraft 
hi jades have originated at Beirut 
Airport this year, and little stands in 
the way of Lebanese gunmen who 
wish to stage more. 

The airport is still open and 
Lebanese Middle East Airlines 
planes fly in past the hijacked TWA 
Boeing 727 and the hulk of a Jorda- 
nian airliner destroyed by Shi'ite 
gunmen at the end of another hijack 
five days ago. 

Beirut Airport controllers say the 
hijackers simply ask for 15 minutes 
warning before each flight. Druse 
leader WaHd Jumblatt freely says he 
cannot control who boards the 
planes. 

T know that as minister of public 
works I am responsible for Beirut 
Airport.” Jumblatt told reporters 
yesterday. “But I say frankly that 
responsibility is one thing and ability 
to cany ont this responsibility is* 
another." He added: "I call on those 
who are really in charge of the air- 
port, particularly the Shi'ite Amal 
and Hezbollah (Party of God)... to 
join hands to save this institution." 

Shi’ite militiamen, who rule 
Beirut Airport, guard the hijackers, 
with state security men powerless to 
intervene. 


The hijackers easily reached 
Athens Airport from Beirut with 
pistol and hand grenade - Beirut 
security checks can be superficial 
and the airport's metal detectors do 
not work.' 


The six hijacks originating in 
Beirut this year are: June 14 - Two 
Lebanese Shi'ites hijack the TWA 
Athens- Rome flight and shoot 
U.S. serviceman. June 12 - A man, 
believed to be Palestinian, hijacks a 
MEA Beirut-Larnaca (Cyprus) 
flight. June 11 - Jordanian Alia 
Beirut- Amman flight hijacked by 
Lebanese Shi'ites. Nobody killed 
but airliner blown up. April 1 - A 
Lebanese Shi'ite hijacks MEA 
Beirut-Jeddah flight to demand 
Saudi Arabian finance for Shi'ite 
struggle against Israelis in South 
Lebanon. Feb. 23 - Druse airport 
immigration official hijacks MEA 
Beirut- Paris flight to Lainaca. Feb. 7 
- More than 15 Shi'ite gunmen bold 
up a Cypriot Beirut-Larnaca flight 
on Beirut tarmac for six hours to 
demand release of two Shi’ites jailed 
in Cyprus for 1983 hijacking. 


All of the hijacks have ended in 
Beirut and none of the hijackers are 
known to have been p unis hed. 


U.S. officials ordered not to speak to SA 


CAPETOWN (Reuter). - The U.S. 
has told its embassy staff in South 
Africa not to meet or talk with 
government ministers or officials in 
protest against a raid by Pretoria’s 
troops into Botswana, diplomatic 
sources said yesterday. 

. _ South Africa said the raid last 
'.Friday on Oaborone, - Botswana'# 
; capital, in which 15 people died, was 
aimed against African National Con- 
gress (ANC) members, the main 
guerrilla group fighting white rule in 
South Africa. 

The attack prompted an interna- 
tional outcry and Washington recal- 
led its ambassador from South Afri- 
ca for consultations as a sign of its 
displeasure. 

U.S. Embassy staff have now been 


told not co meet or talk to govern- 
ment ministers or other senior offi- 
cials and a U.S. Independence Day 
party planned for July 4 has been 
cancelled, the sources said. ‘ - 

Two U.S. officials reporting 
directly to Secretary of State George 
Shuta. recently visited South Africa 
to review U.S. policy towards the 
country, the sources said. 

State-controlled Radio South 
Africa said Pretoria would have 
been justified in taking stronger ac- 
tion against Botswana ' itself lor 
allegedly allowing the ANC to oper- 
ate from its territory. 

Botswana denied allowing the 
ANC to use its territory as a spring- 
board for attacks on South Africa.

MOSCOW (AP). - U.S. industrial- 
ist Arm and Hammer said yesterday 
after meeting with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev that U.S.-Soviet 
relations are at their lowest level in 
60 years, but that he is confident a 
superpower summit would resolve 
East- West differences. 

Hammer, the 87-year-old chief of 
Occidental Petroleum Corporation, 
said there had been no agreement on 
a date or place for a meeting be- 
tween Gorbachev and President 
Reagan . but that the two leaders are 
corresponding on the question. 

Hammer also said Gorbachev will 
not go to New York in September for 
the opening session of the UN 
General Assembly. 

Hammer said Soviet ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin conveyed this to 
him in a meeting in Washington. 

Gorbachev stressed that a summit 
with Reagan would have to accom- 
plish something toward lessening in- 
ternational tension, but be appeared 
willing to participate in such discus- 
sions. Hammer said. 

“He said they are in contact with 
Washington on the subject but it has 
not been derided when or where to 
meet. Hammer said. 

Hammer said he thought U.S.- 
Soviet relations “are probably at the 
lowest level I've seen in the 60-odd 
years I have been associated with 
Russian- American relations." 

"But I'm hoping thin gs will im- 
prove with Mr. Gorbachev,” he 
said. ‘Tm very impressed with him." 

He described the 54-year-old Gor- 
bachev, who has been Soviet Party 
leader for just over three months, as 
‘forthright, with a good sense of 
humour and pragmatic. 

“When he and President Reagan 
meet, and I am sure they will, a lot of 
good will come from this meeting," 
Hammer said.

Saudi prince in orbit 
as astronauts test laser 


CAPE CANAVERAL (AP). - The 
space shuttle Discovery rocketed 
into orbit yesterday with five Amer- 
ican astronauts, a French test pilot 
and a Saudi Arabian prince, for a 
mission that will include a “Star 
Wars" laser test and a hunt for a 
“black hole" in space. 

’During seven days in space, the 
crew will deploy three communica- 
tions satellites, owned by AT and T. 
the Mexican government and a con- 
sortium of 22 Arab nations. Also 
aboard are two French medical ex- 
periments. three West German tech- 
nology experiments and a Canadian- 
built robot arm. 

In all, 27 nations are involved in 
the mission. 

The crew, commanded by Dan 
Brandenstein, includes Saudi Prince 
Sultan Salman al-Saud. a nephew of 
King Fahd. and Patrick Baudry, a 
French military pilot. The others are 
pilot John Creighton and mission 
specialists Shannon Lucid. John Fa- 
bian and Steve Nagel. 

The prince is flying as part of a 
programme in which Nasa offers 
major shuttle customers an oppor- 
tunity to fly as observers. His train- 


ing cost about $80,000. ■ 

Each of the satellhe owners is 
paying Nasa about $11 nulhoa for 
the shuttle delivery service. 

The prince will observe deploy- 
ment of the Arab sa tellite and snap 
pictures of Ids homeland that could 
disclose hidden sources of oil. miner- 
als and other resources. 

Today is the last day of Ramadan, 
the month observed by Modems 
with a dawn-to-dusk fast and whose 
end is determined by acting the 
crescent of the new moon. From his 
vantage point in space, the prince 
may be the first Moslem to see the 
crescent. 

The first of the satellites, Mexico’s

Arabsat-IB will be dropped off 
today and AT and T*s Tclstar 3D on 
Wednesday. 

Also aboard is a fourth satellite, 
Spartan-1, which Lucid and Fabian 
are to deploy on Thursday and re- 
trieve on Saturday: Spartan, will ex- 
amine what may be a “black hole" 
lurking in the centre of the MHky 
Way, devouring stars, cosmic dust 
and gas at a rapid rate. 


Pretoria defies UN, grants 
local power to Namibians 


WINDHOEK, Namibia (Reuter). - 
South Africa handed local govern- 
ment power to internal parties in 
Namibia yesterday in defiance of 
world opinion. 

At an inaugural ceremony, South 
African President P.W. Botha 
blamed the UN and black nationalist 
guerrillas for delays in granting inde- 
pendence to the territory. 

The controversial new administra- 
tion brings together whites and 
blacks from the vast region's popula- 
tion of one milli on, but has been 
rejected by Swapo (South West Afri- 
ca People's Organization), which 
has been fighting a 19-year-old bush 
war against Pretoria's rule. 

Botha said: “The fact that South 
West Africa (Namibia) has not yet 


acceded to independence may be 
ascribed to the deviations by the UN 
and Swapo from the original Contact 
Group proposal, to the UN's con- 
tinuing bias in favour of Swapo, and 
to the continuing threat posed by the 
presence of more than 30,000 Cuban 
troops in Angola." 

The Contact Group, comprising 
the U.S.. Britain, West Germany, 
France and Canada, hammered out 
UN Resolution 435, which in 1978 
laid down independence guidelines 
foT Namibia. 


The official proclamation, signed 
before several dozen local dignitar- 
ies, was preceded by a massive show 
of force by South African-led secur- 
ity forces along Windhoek's streets. 


Swastika painted on home 
of television actor Ed Asner 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - Actor Ed 
Asner, hoping to avoid “more hate 
in the world," declined comment on 
anti-Semitic vandalism that occurred 
at his apartment while he was out of 
town for the weekend, his publicist 
said yesterday. 

A swastika and a slogan reading 
Kill Jews” were spray-painted late 
Friday at the home of the Lou Grant 
television series star, police said. 

Several hours later, an anony- 
mous caller told the Associated 
Press: “This is the National Socialis- 
tic Liberation Front. We claim re- 
spond bilty for the vandalism and 
spray-painting of the home of the 
Jewish Communist pig Ed Asner." 

Heil Hitler" the man added and 
hungup. 


A similar call was received by 
another news service, and the caller 
threatened to escalate attacks on 
Asner, who is Jewish, if the Screen 
Actors Guild President continues his 
political activities, a police source 
said. 

The source said the swastika and 
slogan were painted on the door of 
Asner’s Studio City home. He was 
unaware of any other incidents in- 
volving the apparent neo-Nazi 
group. 

The actor has been vocal for a 
number of liberal political causes, 
including pro-Israel activities and a 
recent effort to promote food self- 
sufficiency in Africa, but his publi- 
cist said yesterday thai Asner did not . 
wish to comment on the vandalism. 


Moslem nations 
amnesty prisoners 


forldal-Fitr 


AMMAN (AP). - King Hussein 
marked the end of the holy month of 
Ramadan yesterday by declaring a 
partial amnesty for almost 1,900 
prison inmates, the state news agen- 
cy reported. 

The king signed a royal decree, 
agreed upon by the cabinet, to halve 
the sentences of all criminals except 
for murderers, rapists and spies. - 
Saudi Arabia has freed 896 prison- 
ers under a royal amnesty marking 
the Id al-FItr feast at the end of 
Ramadan, the official Saudi press 
agency said. 

The Bangladesh government said 
yesterday it would release 202 pris- 
oners on Thursday to mark Id ai- 
Fitr. 


Egypt may halt ‘urban drift’ to Cairo 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Egypt may soon 
take the' drastic step of virtually 
banning migration from the country- 
side to grossly overcrowded Cairo to 
stem an acute case of “urban drift.” 

A statistic often used to illustrate 
the scale of urban crisis in Egypt's 
capital is that its leaky sewers, dating 
from the turn of the century, were 
planned to cope with the effluent of 
two million inhabitants. There are 
now nearly 12 million. 

City Governor Yussef Sabri Abu 
Taleb said recently the number is 
rising by 1,000 a day. Unchecked, 
there will be 20 million Cairenes by 
the end of the century. 


Egypt's birth rate is among the 
world's highest at 2.8 per cent a year. 
But Egytians in Cairo have fewer 
than those in the countryside. The 
average Cairo family has three chil- 
dren against a national average of 
more than five. 

Taleb concludes, therefore,' that 
the way to save his city is to tackle 
“urban drift" - the tendency of rural 
peasants in many developing coun- 
tries to move to the big cities in 
search of a better life. 

He says he plans to propose to a 
coming conference on local adminis- 
tration that subsidized necessities 
such as bread, available in state 


shops for two U.S. cents a loaf, 
should be sold in Cairo on presenta- 
tion of ration cards which would be 
issued only to genuine residents. 


Non-residents would also not get 
school places for their children, gov- 
ernment jobs, cheap state housing or 
loans to build or buy homes. Vag- 
rants would be trucked out by police. 

Among TaJkrb’s strongest argu- 
ments in pressing for curbs on migra- 
tion will be that it robs agriculture of 
labour. In many villages the govern- 
ment has found that half the men are 
away working in Cairo or oil-rich 
Persian Gulf states.

interest in the Jewish conscience. 
Newspapers which never dreamed of 
commenting on how the recent Sy- 
rian massacre at Hama or the enor- 
mities perpetrated by the Iranian 
and Iraqi regimes measured * up 
against the ethical tenets of Islam are 
condemning Israeli actions in the 
name of Judaism.” 

This association between the Jew- 
ish community and the Israeli milit- 
ary authorities' actions, as distorted 
by the press, aroused the fear that 
the Jews of Britain might be re- 
garded as somehow deserving of 
different treatment from other sec- 
tions of the British people. 

This fear was realized when, in an 
editorial for which it was forced later 
to publish a rare and grovelling apol- 
ogy , The Times went so far as to refer . 
to British Jews as “expatriates." 

THE STRANGE blurring of the 
distinction between Anglo- Jewry 
and the mythical mass-murderers of 
Israel conjured up by the British 
media had repercussions which were 
not confined to print. As early as 
August 1982, the Manchester Jewish 
Telegraph reported that “Anti- 
Semitic attacks in Britain have more 
than doubled recently as extreme 
right-wing groups take advantage of 
the anti-Israel publicity following 
the invasion of Lebanon.” 

Across the political spectrum, the 
extreme left took the opportunity to 
launch an unprecedented attack on 
Israel and its Jewish supporters. 
Over 50 student campuses were hit 
by a concerted anti-Israel campaign.

The effecr of-the extremists now 
began to be felt towards the moder- 
ate centre of British politics, just as 
anti-Israel sentiment had infected 
mainstream of the British press. 

In September 1982, the Labour 
Party annual conference passed a 
resolution - against the advice of its 
own national executive - calling for 


recognition of the PLO as the “sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinians” and the establishment 
of a "secular democratic State of 
Palestine” in place of Israel. 

By April 1983, several trade un- 
ions had passed conference resolu- 
tions attacking Israel and threaten- 
ing it with a boycott. The Associa- 
tion of Cinematographic, Television 
and Allied Technicians - the union 
of the TV film-crews - was encour- 
aged into its boycott by Israeli 
anti-Zionist Haim Bereshit, a mem-

had been present at the reconstruc- 
tion, she agreed with the judges in 
the Marcus trial that this fact could 
have had no influence on the verdict 
in the trial of Baranes. 

Another matter related to the evi- 
dence of the government patholog- 
ist, Dr. Bloch. Baranes had alleged 
that his confession had been ex- 
torted from him by the police, who 
had given him strong blows with 
their fists, and he was examined by 
Dr. Bloch. In his original statement 
Dr. Bloch had not mentioned that 
Baranes had complained to him at 
the time of the examination that he 
had been assaulted by the police, 
whereas in a later statement he had 
said that Baranes did so complain, a 
detail which he had simply forgotten 
previously. The fact was, however. 
Justice Ben-Porat continued, that no 
signs of violence whatever had been 
found in the examination, which was 
difficult to believe if Baranes bad 
been assaulted as he alleged. The 
contradiction in Dr. Bloch's state- 
ments, therefore, was .completely 
unimportant. 

During the original investigation, 
the deputy-president continued, a 
statement had been given by one 
Buchbut, who said that he had 
travelled with Baranes by bus on a 
certain night: In a subsequent state- 
ment. however, he said he was mis- 
taken and gave a different date for 
the journey in question. For some 
reason the second statement had not 
been produced by the police, and 
counsel for Baranes had asked the 
court (to draw an inference in his 
favour from this emission, and from 
the contradiction. It was true that 
Baranes could only have committed 
the murder and hidden the victim's 
body and belongings if he had 
travelled at the time in a private

home, hut neither of his parents had 
been called at his trial to support this 
version. 

BARANES had said in his confes- 
sion that while fondling the deceased 
he had removed her shirt. The shirt, 
however, was stained with blood and 
other material, a statement that 
proved, so it was contended, that the 
confession was unreliable. This 
argument too was untenable, for 
there were many possibilities as to 
how the shirt became stained after 
the murder. 

In the investigation by the Minis- 
try of Justice, a report had been filed 
showing that the particles of sand at 
the place indicated by Baranes as the 
scene of the murder were different 
from those found on the victim’s 
body and belongings. However, 
Baranes had said that since it was 
dark, he was not sure that the place 
he had shown was the right one; and 
in any event the report in question 
had been contradicted by a subse- 
quent one received by the ministry. 

It had also been argued that the 
police had misled Baranes’ counsel 
at his trial by not disclosing that the 
victim's handbag had been examined 
for fingerprints, and those of 
Baranes had not been found there. 

However, no inference could be 
drawn from the absence of finger- 
prints on an article, and in fact even 
the fingerprints of the man who had 
found the bag and handed it to the 
police were not found upon it. The 
position would be otherwise if the 
police had failed to (fcdose a positive 
finding of a suspect's fingerprints on 


vehicle. However, neither of the. an article, but the absence of his 
dates given by Buchbut was that of fingerprints was quite inconclusive.

Counsel had also relied on the fact 
that the report of a polygraph test 
undergone by his client had dis- 
appeared or been deliberately con- 
cealed. However, Justice Ben-Porat 
said, she would draw no inference 
from the disappearance of a docu- 
ment after so many years - since 
1974 - and. moreover, it was also 
impossible to know at this stage who 
or what had caused the report to 


disappear. Finally, counsel had re- 
lied on the statements of three young 
men who bad seen someone closely 
resembling the victim, and wearing 
similar clothes, about 9.30 on the ! 
night of the murder, far from where 
it took place, and who had not 
testified at the trial. The murder, 
however, had Wen committed after 
midnight, and it was clear, moreov- 
er. that no reliance could be placed 
on Baranes' estimates of the timp-s of 
his movements that night. 

JUSTICE Ben-Porat emphasized 
that she had carefully weighed the 
cumulative effect of all the evidence 
before her, jnduding what was be- 
fore the trial court, and also" the 
evidence which was then available ' 
but had not been used. She bad so 
acted because it was dear that the 
continued protestations of inno- 
cence by a man after so thorough an 
investigation raised doubts in many 
minds whether Baranes had perhaps 
been the victim of a legal error or of 
police fabrication. Her conclusion 
was, however, teat there was no 
basis for a retrial. Baranes* convic- 
tion was well-founded and no thin g 
had been brought before her to alter 
teat condusion. 

In conclusion, Justice Ben-Porat 
commended tee Ministry of Justice 
and Deputy Attorney-General 
Yehudit Karp, who, assisted by tee 
head of tee Investigations Depart- 
ment of tee police, had probed eveiy 
possible fact that could perhaps cre- 
ate doubt as to Baranes’ guilt. 
Although his sentence of life impris- 
onment had been commuted to 12 
years, there was no doubt that he 
suffered greatly for what he did. 

In her estimation, he finds it so 
difficult to live with tee knowledge 
teat he committed this crime teat he 
tries to persuade himself that the 
whole inddent aever occurred. In 
these circumstances, it would be 
wise for him to receive professional 
help in connection with his mental 
state. 

For tee above reasons, tee ap- 
plication was dismissed.

Livingstone's anti- Israel tirade 
came to a head during the-GLC's 
Anti-Racist Year in 1984. when he 
granted over £3.000 to a PLO- 
inspired Conference on Anti-Arab 
Racism in London. Even the Jewish 
Socialist Group, a non- Zionist Jew- 
ish body itself supported by Living- 
stone, joined tee cborus of outrage : 

“The conference programme 
makes it clear teat the organizers 
consider the principal cause of anti- 
Arab racism iu London to be ‘Zion- 
ism’ and that the main thrust of the 
conference is to be criticism of Israel 
and its alleged influence."

anti-Zionism and anti-Semitism. 
The classic example came with the 
publication of a book of Lebanon 
photographs called Cod Cried. 
Roald Dahl, author of children's 
books and suspense stories, wrote a 
review for the Arab-owned Quarter- 
ly Rex iew which revealed a hitherto 
unknown side to his personality: 
Dahl’s offensiveness was compound- 
ed by later statements to the press, 
which included the unforeivable 
judgment teat “Hitler didn’t kill the 
Jews for no reason at all” and that 
Jews were themselves responsible 
for anti-Semitic hatred. 

In normal circumstances, this 
piece would have been roundly con- 
demned. Indeed, the Spectator de- 
nounced it as the worst example of 
journalistic anti-Semitism seen in 
Britain for years. But over at the 
weekly Time Out magazine - an 
entertainments review with soft left 
leanings - the editors worked into 
the night to reproduce Dahl's article 
with the most offensive anti-Semitic 
passages carefully edited out in 
order to sanitize it for public con- 
sumption. 

This occurred in September 1983. 
In January 1984. The Times hit a new 
low when its Middle East expert, 
Edward Mortimer, penned a favour- 
able review of a Trotskyist hate tract 
suggesting that the Zionists had 
■'collaborated” with the Nazis dur- 


ing tee Holocaust a> a matter of 
policy. 

In other words, the Lebanon War 
had opened the floodgates. Men 
like Mortimer, who is described by 
his former editor Harold Evans as 
keeping a picture of Arafat on his 
wall, were gi\en ante Mam he to 
extend their miii-brael venom to the 
field of Holocaust histnrv ui the 
august puge> of Britain's most presti- 
gious newspaper. 

Elsewhere, the doctrine that 
Zionism-equals-racism. that Israel 
should he destroyed, and that 
"Zionists” should be denied the 
opportunity of even presenting their 
views, began to infect the institu- 
tions of British public activity . from 
the women's magazine Spare Rib to 
church groups, trade unions and the 
Houses of Parliament And as the 
cancer spread, it earned with it a 
desensitizing agent whiih tended to 
blur the boundary between legiti- 
mate criticism of Israel and outrieht 
anti-Semitism. 

With the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from Lebanon, the time has 
now come to tr\ to assess the damage 
done to British public opinion b’ the 
war and responses tc n 

The "traditional " Ntael. once 
again hopeful K safe behind its own 
border in the north and searching tot 
foil peace on its other fronts, needs 
to be presented to the public in a 
more forceful and sophisticated 
manner than ever before. 

The era of Lebanon has created in 
the minds of an entire generation ot 
young people in Britain a demonic 
image created by the Ji-toi non- 
of the politicians and pTessntcn. 
Let us hope that the withdrawal will 
usher in au era of quiet and normal- 
ity, in which the image ul Israel’s 
policies abroad will give no spark to 
the dry tinder of anti-Zionist hatred.

World oil market shows strain as prices drop 


LONDON ("Reuter ). - The fragile 
oil market showed new signs of 
strain yesterday with reports of price 
cuts by Mexico and China and a drop 
in Opec output to a 20-year low last 
month. 


And with Opec again gearing up 
to tiy to restore some order to the 
market. Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Sheikh Ahmed Yamani raised the 
spectre of world prices plunging be- 
low S20 a band unless other produc- 
ers in the 13-nation group stopped 
cheating in the scramble to maintain 
market shares. 

Oil traders in Rotterdam reported 
that Mexico had cut the price of its 
Maya heavy crude blend from J25.5U 
to S24 a barrel, in an apparent 
attempt to woe* back customers who 
had gone to the free or spot market 
in search of cheaper supplies. 

China. like Mexico a non-member 
of Opec (the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries), has 


cut the price of its light oil by $.60 to 
$26.75 a barrel, according to Tokyo 
traders. China's crude exports, most 
of which go to Japan, have boomed 
lately, rising by almost 50 per cent in 
1984". 

The price of Britain's North Sea 
Brent crude for July delivery fell 
$.20 to $25.90 a barrel on the Euro- 
pean spot market yesterday. Traders 
said business was quiet and nervous. 

fn its effort to steady the market 
over the past few months, Opec had 
put a squeeze on production and the- 
Middle East Economic Survey 
(Mees) said yesterday the group's 
total-output plunged to 14.5 million 
barrel'* per day (bpd) in May. 

This level, less than half the 
group's 1979 level of output, was 
“unprecedented in the past two de- 
cades/' according to the Nicosia- 
based newsletter - and well below 
Opec's self-imposed ceiling of 16 
million bpd. 

While Saudi Arabia has shoul- 


dered nearly all the recent output 
cuts. Oil Minister Yamani has now 
signalled it will not continue to do so 
if other Opec members persist in 
flouting their production quotas by 
discounting prices, engaging in bar- 
ter deals and selling on the spot 
market. 

He told the New York-based Pet- 
roleum Intelligence Weekly the 
kingdom would not reduce output 
further and warned: “If we increase 
production, the prices will start 
dropping... We do not think prices 
wilt come down to $26 or $25 a 
barrel. Prices will fall below $20." 

Opec minister* meet in Vienna on 
July 5. when they are to try again to 
structure their prices and output in a 
way that will stabilize the world 
market. 

While the falling price of oil has 
helped the balance of payments of 
non -Communist oil-importing na- 
tions, economists are worried about 
the effect on heaviiy-indebted oil 


producers such as Nigeria. Mexico 
and Venezuela. 

There have also been warnings 
from within major oil companies 
that falling prices would cut the 
impetus to explore and develop new 
supplies, leading once again to a ; 
situation where the world was de- 
pendent for its needs on a limited 
number of sources - most of them 
within Opec. 

The Paris-based International 
Energy Agency (IEA) said yester- 
day that its members in the industrial 
West had to make major invest- 
ments in energy resources to avoid a 
new oil crisis in the next decade. 

With oil output from members' 
known fields having probably 
peaked and gas production likely to 
fall after 1990. the EEA annual re- 
port warned that “to maintain suffi- 
cient production levels and enhance 
longer-term supply security, con- 
siderable exploration and develop- 
ment efforts are needed now."

EEC rates of inflation, 
unemployment stabilize 


Shoppers need bankruptcy protection 


BRUSSELS (AP). - Unemploy- 
ment in the 10-nation European 
Economic Community held at 11.4 
per cent of the work force in March, 
while consumer prices rose 0.7 per 
cent for the second consecutive 
month, the EEC's economics divi- 
sion said yesterday. 

The report also said EEC indust- 
rial production rose 1.5 per cent in 
February from the month before and 
was up 3.4 per cent from a year 
earlier. March industrial output fi- 
gures are not yet available. 

The seasonally adjusted jobless 
rate has stood at II.4 per cent since 
January, when it edged up from 1 1.2 
per cent. Ireland continued to suffer 
the highest rate of unemployment at 
17.0 per cent, followed by Belgium's 
14.4 per cent, and Italy's 13.6 per 
cent. 

The 0.7 percentjurap in consumer 
prices in March, compared with 
February, meant prices had risen 5.9 


per cent since March 1984. The infla- 
tion figures were not adjusted for 
seasonal variations. 

The EEC's eonomics division said 
in its monthly report that the latest 
increase in consumer prices was due 
largely to a significant rise in the 
exchange value of the dollar in rela- 
tion to the EEC's basket of curren- 
cies called the European Currency 
Unit. A higher dollar rate has made 
Europe's imports more expensive. 

The report said the depreciation 
of the ECU against the dollar since 
1981 had added Q.9 percentage 
points, on average, to the EEC infla- 
tion rate in each of the past four 
years. EEC inflation has fallen from 
1 1.7 per cent in 1981 to 6.3 per cent 
East year. 

Among the 10 member countries, 
inflation in the 12 months ended in 
March ranged from a high of 18.3 per 
cent in Greece to a low of 2.4 per 
cent in the Netherlands.

TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut's Cen- 
tral Consumer Authority (CCA) has 
called for stronger measures to pro- 
tect consumers who pay in advance 
for goods but don't get them because 
a company goes bankrupt. 

The CCA wants the Ministries of 
Industry and Justice to issue special 
regulations to ensure that customers 
get what they have paid for. 

The number of companies going 
bankrupt has increased recently be- 
cause of the difficult economic situa- 
tion, the CCA noted. Especially 
hard hit have been electrical ap- 
pliance stores, some of which close 
their doors after customers pay for 
large items, such as refrigerators. 

The CCA has also called on the 
two ministries to amend the consum- 


er protection law to forbid mislead- 
ing advertisements aimed at young 
children. Youngsters cannot always 
distinguish between ads and news 
stories in newspapers. CCA officials 
said. 

Stronger steps should also be 
takea against unethical salesmen 
who prey on children in their homes 
or coming out of schoolyards, the 
CCA said. One trick used by these 
salesmen is leaving a stack of books 
with a child and a bill that lists a post 
office box as a business address. 

This means that the child's parents 
have no company office to complain 
to and are hard-pressed to return the 
books in seven days as the present 
law stipulates. The CCA is deman- 
ding that a clear address be manda- 
tory on every bill where a company 
representative can be located.

British inflation rate climbs to 7 per cent 


LONDON (AP). - Britain’s annual 
inflation rate climbed to a 2Vz year 
high of 7% in May, the government 
said Friday. 


According to the department ot 
employment, the increase in the re- 
tail price index from April’s 6.9% 
was caused by higher prices for mort- 
gages. cars, petrol and electricity. 


It was the highest rate since 
September 1982, when inflation 
stood at 7.3% and put Britain above 
the European Community's average 
inflation rate of 5.9% and an inter- 
national average in western nations 
of 4.7%. 

Employment secretary Tom King 
said the government still expects 
inflation to fall back later this year.

The 
remaining suites, complete with 
kitchenette, bedroom, living room 
and balcony overlooking the sea. are 
to be . leased on a daily or monthly 
basis, as in an ordinary hotel. 


The hotel is currently negotiating 
on the sale of its $lm. penthouse to 
an Australian Jew. 

Managed by the Prosperity firm. 
Yamit Tower is especially designed 
for diplomats who have not yet ac- 
quired permanent lodging, for fami- 
lies on long holidays and for 
business people who will receive a 
variety of administrative services. 

The hotel also has banquet facili- 
ties. a swimming pool, restaurants 
and shopping arcades. 

South African owners Barney Sei- 
dle. Mike Gladstone and Tony Krys- 
tal recently arrived in Israel to inau- 
gurate the hotel. 


Shiomo Nir. of Tadiran. who has 
cracked the U.S. military market, 
spoke of the problems of selling to 
Americans, especially of the need to 
find an American partner with 
whom to team up. “Such a partner is 
hard to find - for he more often than 
not is a competitor/’ Nir said. 
Nevertheless, he said, it was possible 
- though difficult - to sell to the 
American military. 


Aharon Schwartz of Teva noted 
that file U.S. Food and Drug Admi- 
nistration regularly inspected Teva’s 
production methods, while Harm 
Yaron (Cyclone aviation products) 
pointed out that his firm had won 
approval by both Boeing and Gener- 
al Dynamics. . 



Col. James McDonald, director of , 
the Middle East and Southwest Asia 
affairs division of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Defence, told the Israelis: 
“You have to remember above all 
that you must make your products 
known to the American buyers. Af- 
ter all, you are competing with some 
50,000 American suppliers— who are 
known to the American military 
establishment.” 


Zvi Plada of the Manufacturers 
Association, said Israeli industry 
would have to find ways to penetrate 
the American military market, 
saying: “We have to succeed, for 
orders by the Israeli government are 
drying up, and we have to keep our 
factories functioning/'

- British in- 
ventor Sir Clive Sinclair is giving up 
control of his ailing home computer 
firm Sinclair Research as part of a 
£12 million rescue deal financed by 
publisher Robert Maxwell. 

Sinclair, who designed the first 
electronic pocket calculator and 
counts a miniature television and 
electric tricycle among his other in- 
novative products, expressed satis- 
faction with the agreement 
announced Sunday, under which a 
new managing director will be 
appointed. 

“I do not feel hurt by not being in 
control, Sinclair said. “The company 
will be far more secure with this sort 
of management structure, because I 
am not a management type. 

The flamboyant Maxwell, who 
made the deal the top headline in his 
tabloid newspaper The Mirror, will 
gain 75 per cent of a new share issue 
and become chairman of the com- 
pany. He will also have to find a way 
to deal with Sinclair’s huge stock of 
unsold computers, caused by a sharp 
downturn in demand.

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Computerized control tower 
to improve safety at B-G

Post Aviation Reporter 
A control tower equipped with 
one of the most modern radar and 
computer systems was inaugurated 
at Ben-Gurion Airport yesterday. 
This makes the airport one of the 
safest in the world, according to 
Arieh Grozbord, chairman of the 
Israel Airports Authority. 

The gleaming white $4-5 million 
tower, which can be seen from the 
Jerusalem-Tel Aviv highway, re- 
places the tower atop the ter minal 
building which was equipped with 
30-year-old instruments. 

The new tower enables controllers 
to see all runways. Until now they 
had been unable to see the north- 
eastern edge of the airport's longest 
runway, forcing them to rely on 
closed circuit TV. Now they "need 
use the closed circuit TV only to 
monitor traffic in the parking areas 


used by medium-sized aircraft and 
cargo planes. 

The new instruments include 
radar, a computer terminal, and a 
computerized communications sys- 
tem. 

Sitting in a dark room on the 
ground floor of the control tower 
experts may track planes at a dis- 
tance of 75 kilometres, or about 20 
minutes' flying time from the air- 
port. 


Next year the authority is to install 
a device which will automatically 
warn controllers or planes on a colli- 
sion course. Development of this 
instrument is now being completed. 

The new system will make possi- 
ble increased traffic through Ben- 
Gurion. Until now planes had to be 
kept 16 kilometres apart for safety 
reasons. Now the minimum distance 
has been cut to eight.

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The Taba tangle 


IT APPEARED last week that the Likud was finally prepared 
to waive its insistence that conciliation without a time limit be 
tried first in resolving the Taba tangle - and that the inner 
cabinet would approve the submission of this contentious issue 
to international arbitration, as demanded by Egypt. 

Some Taba-related problems would even then have re- 
mained to be settled by the two countries before the promised 
new era in their relations could be ushered in. For Egypt would 
still argue that the terms of reference for the arbitrators must 
first be agreed upon, and that the compromis should be so 
worded as to focus on the 1922 border in the south, while Israel 
would argue that any inquiry must start with the 1906 line, but 
that the thaw in relations need not await an agreement on 
procedural details. 

But the overwhelming issue for the inner cabinet on Sunday, 
following a prolonged debate late last week, was simply to go or 
not go at once into arbitration. Contrary to expectations, none ■ 
of the Likud ministers crossed the tine to support the Align- 
ment's pro-arbitration stand. Rather than risk a tie, which 
would have killed the idea of arbitration, Prime Minister Peres 
avoided a vote and the cabinet left it to Mr. Peres and Mr. 
Shamir, the Likud vice premier, to work out an agreed formula 
between them. 

That will not be easy. The Likud's attachment to non-binding 
conciliation before binding arbitration, though ostensibly de- 
rived from an interpretation of the peace treaty, is in fact a 
means of delaying a solution and thus paralyzing the peace 
process. 

The delegation of directors-general that recently conferred 
with top government officials in Cairo reported on its return 
that the Egyptians are in earnest about starting full normaliza- 
tion in exchange for arbitration on Taba, regardless of the 
character of the eventual award. Hie Likud minis ters in the 
inner cabinet dismiss all such assurances. They suspect that, 
after Taba, the Egyptians will invent fresh excuses to put off, or 
reverse, normalization. 

The total scepticism with regard to Egyptian intentions 
entertained by these Likud ministers is unwarranted. There is 
in fact every reason to believe that tiny Taba is the major key to 
an improvement of ties with Egypt. President Mubarak may 
himself deplore the inflation of this bit of sandy nothing in the 
imagination of Egyptians into a huge metropolis, and a test of 
his statesmanship. But he cannot dodge the burden of resolving 
its future - not by having it presented to him on a silver platter 
by Israel, but by arbitrating the question of its status. Otherwise 
he cannot breathe life into the peace with Israel. 

What Egyptian leaders have in mind for the long run is 
anyone's guess. But the available information suggests that 
they have reached the conclusion that they cannot return to the 
Arab fold except on the basis of accommodation with Israel: 
they will never outdo Syria in sheer intransigence. And they are 
well aware that the present Israel government does not view the 
peace with Egypt as a wholly separate arrangement, but rather 
as i means of advancing into a comprehensive peace that would 
include a settlement of the Palestinian issue. 

Thai is what frightens the Likud ministers about a resolution 
of the Taba issues - which, if they had any faith in the validity of 
Israel's claim to this speck of land, they should have welcomed. 
They are out to wreck an agreement on Taba not because it 
would fail to unlock the door to a larger peace, but because i: 
might - though only upon the surrender of some territory, 
outside Taba. 

The moral is plain. Unless Mr. Shamir gives, soon enough, 
his consent on behalf of his Likud colleagues to arbitration on 
Taba, the viability of the national unity government as a 
peace-seeking administration will come to an abrupt end. 


Lack of moral imperative 


-THE CHIEF RABBIS have declared this day a day of fasting 
and prayer for the intercession of divine providence in putting 
an end to the people's woes, as indicated by the difficult 
political, security and economic conditions and by the recent 
shocking road accidents. On the face of it, if seems like a good 
idea. 

But it is not entirely clear what it is that the chief rabbis view 
as the country's predicament, outside of the unfortunate 
recurrence of fatal road accidents. Nor do they offer any 
indication how they would like to see the moral imperative 
applied to the solution of the country's problems, such as they 
are. Yet the chief rabbis must be presumed to be, if anything, 
experts on the moral imperative. 

Would they, for example, advise their flock to pray for the 
imposition of the death sentence, as has lately been suggested, 
on terrorists, and would they confine it to Arab terrorists or 
extend it to Jews as well? By the same token, would they go 
along with the theory aired by a certain cleric lately arrived 
from overseas that all the country's problems would be solved if 
only the Arabs were kicked out? 

The chief rabbis' opinion in such matters is not the law, but it 
may be assumed to carry some moral weight. Their silence on 
such widely debated issues is therefore especially perplexing. 

There are, however, some matters on which the chief rabbis' 
opinion is, more or less, the law. Thus, unlike their immediate 
predecessors, the incumbents have pronounced immigrants 
from Ethiopia not to be Jews in the proper sense unless they 
have undergone the - to the immigrants themselves - degrading 
ritual of immersion. At the same time the chief rabbis have laid 
it down that all immigrants from Ethiopia, whether or not they 
have Judaized themselves through immersion, are subject to 
strictly Jewish religious instruction. 

Would it not be proper for devout Jews to fast and pray today 
for the light of divine reason to shine upon the chief rabbis and 
show them the way out of this acute moral and practical 
dilemma?

Representatives of the American - 
Swiss consortium, whose bid to 
purchase Ata was rejected by the 
ministerial economic committee 
spent yesterday at the Kixyat Ata 
plant where they are continuing to 
assess the firm's potential. 



Sisyphus in Gaza

FOR 19 years we could only make 
speeches and commission articles on 
the subject of the Palestinian refugee 
camps. But when we went into Gaza 
and the West Bank in 1967, we got 
our first chance to do something on 
our own. 

We didn't do it right away. What 
started in 1970 as a security opera- 
tion under Ariel Sharon, then com- 
mander of the Southern Front, be- 
came a not entirely unsuccessful pro- 
ject to wipe out sections of the 
stinkingcamps in the Gaza Strip and 
resettle the inhabitants in better 
houses on their own quarter-acre 
plots of land. Dealing with Palestine 
Liberation Organization terrorists 
who threw grenades at Jews and 
Arabs, and then vanished into the 
maze of the camps, Sharon had pat- 
rol roads cut through, destroying 
many huts. Bui once Sharon did 
what he did - security was much 
improved - other Israel Defence 
Forces officers, with the govern- 
ment's blessing and money, started 
coaxing refugees to move into new 
houses outside the camps, but still 
within the Strip. 

We provided the patches of land 
and the building materials and mort- 
gages - this was 10 and more years 
ago, when we had some money to 
spare - and the Palestinians pro- 
vided the labour. They built their 
own homes. Building still goes on. 
though the pace has slackened. So 
far, 8,000 families in the Gaza Strip 
have moved, a not insignificant num- 
ber if you recall that the average 
refugee family comprises more than 
six persons. 

We were not surprised when there 
was no stampede to leave the camps. 
We knew that the refugees would be 
suspicious - that, even without the 
PLO telling them, they'd know thar 
the Jews weren't making this offer 
out of pure lovingkindness. To tear 
down his hut and move his family out 
of the camp (we insist that anyone 
participating in the project tear 
down his hut) meant that a refugee 
forfeited his rights, didn't it? For the 
Unrwa (United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency) card has two 
sides. It is a badge of shame, but it's 
also a meal ticket, a guarantee of 
some clothing, medicine and school- 
ing. and a voucher against the day 
when all the refugees might put in u 
legal claim for lost property and 
damages against the rich and 
obviously indestructible Jewish 
state. 

We assured and reassured the re- 


fugees that taking part in the project 
wouldn't subtract from their rights 
or identity. As for the Unrwa, it 
neither backed nor opposed the 
“Build Your Own Home" scheme. 
It onlv asked us not to coerce any- 


one. 


THINGS went slowly, but they 
went. It came out that some of the 
refugees had money of their own to 
invest in building. Eight thousand 
heads of families in the Gaza Strip 
seem to have decided that the main 
thing they give up by tearing down 
their huts, is some misery- They 
remain so near and yet so far from 
their former groves, but now they 
live more like men. 

The new Sheikh Radwan neigh- 
bourhood. less than a mile from the 
Open sewers of Shati Camp, in Gaza, 
reminds you of a lower middle-class 
neighbourhood in Heizliya. a town 
on another former sand dune. Here 
are the same two-storey stucco struc- 
tures. neat lawns of hardy Bermuda 
grass, expensive TV aerials and chil- 
dren in American football jerseys 
kicking soccer balls. Where in Shad 
there is a stink, here the air is fresh 
with the sea, orange blossom and 
wet mortar. Where in Shati the 
alleys are, depending on the season, 
muddy or dusty, here there are side- 
walks and the streets are paved. 
Where in Shati there's not enough 
room to turn around, here you can 
stretch. 

The Israeli civilians who adminis- 
ter the Build Your Own Home prog- 
ramme for the military government 
are proud of what they've done and 
are doing. Modernization as such is 
something to be proud of. They also 
retain a kernel of faith that neigh- 
bourhoods like Sheikh Radwan will 
benefit Jewish children in Heizliya, 
their own kids, no less than the 
refugee children who live in them, 
for it's the credo of the hardworking 
administrators that every destroyed 
hut and newly built house is another 
brick in the edifice of coexistence. 

These Israelis, these compatriots 
of ours with their ridiculous budget, 
look and sound neither starry-eyed 
nor stupid . If they are proud of their 
work, and of the work of the re- 
fugees who have gone along with the 
project, it's because they believe 
there is something intrinsically holy 
about replacing open sewers with 
underground systems. In this re- 
spect, they are old-fashioned, clean- 
shaven Israelis of the type who once 
captured the imagination of Amer- 


ican liberals. 

But these Israelis don't conceal 
and are not ashamed of another, 
selfish motive; Sheikh Radwan is 
meant to be a carrot. If the prison 
sentences handed down for throwing 
a bomb or a rock are the stick. 
Sheikh Radwan is one of the carrots 
offered by the Jews to the Arabs to 
convince the latter that it's better to 
live nonviolentiy with the former. 
Indeed, if you wish, you might say 
that the project is intended to keep 
the cheap labour docile. 

Clearly, the stick is supposed to 
prove to the Arabs that the 
Jews are stronger. For a change. 
Sheikh Radwan is supposed to give 
the refugees among the Arabs 
in Gaza something to lose. As for 
annexing the area to Israel or giving 
it to someone someday, that's for the 
politicians to decide, the administra- 
tors say. 


TO REPEAT, these Israelis aren't 
stupid. They know that if you ask 
someone who has moved from Shati 
to Sheikh Radwan who his repre- 
sentative is, he will probably say. 
with feeling and sincerity, Yasser 
Arafat. If you ask what he would 
most wish for, he will say it's to 
return to live in the village in Israel 
that he. or his father, ran away from 
or were pushed out of 37 years ago - 
and that doesn't exist anymore. If 
you ask his child in the Dallas Cow- 
boys jersey where he comes from, 
he'll answer like a shot that he's from 
that extinct village. And if the man, 
who may well have been bom in the 
Gaza Ship, decides really to unlock 
his heart for you, he'll tel] you what 
pains him more than anything else is 
that his fellow Palestinian Arabs, 
who are real Gazans, never let him 
forget that he's a guest and a stran- 
ge r. It doesn't matter to them 
whether he's in a stinking camp or in 
his own respectable new bouse. 

Hie Israeli administrators of the 
Build Your Own Home programme 
know all this. They also know that 
more refugees want to get into the 
programme than can be accommo- 
dated. The problem is money. Only 
about SI million was budgeted this 
fiscal year by the Israeli government 
for the sewerage, roads and electrical 
infrastructure without which the re- 
fugees who want and hove the means 
to get out and build homes cannot do 
so. That’s why the pace of building 
has fallen off. The SI million is about 
what it costs to keep the IDF in 
Lebanon for 24 hours. Or. to put it 
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another way. it's the estimated value 
of the stolen Israeli cars that dis- 
appeared in the Gaza Strip last year. 

The people in charge of the Build 
Your Own Home programme try not 
to let their bitterness over their 
budget show. But. under the cir- 
cumstances, it's hard for them to be 
convincingly hopeful. Obviously, 
their government isn't behind them 
if it gives them only enough money 
to move 700 or 800 families each year 
out of the camps. This means at most 
5,000 people annually, which 
doesn't even keep up with natural 
increase. 


EVERY HOUR or so, another baby 
is bom in the camps and is provided 
with a plastic document by Unrwa 
that is the exact shape and 
size of an American Express card and 
attests to the fact that the baby is a 
homeless Palestinian refugee. On 
the card appears the name of the 
extinct and unforgotten village in 
Israel where this newborn toby's 
father or grandfather came from. 
That is where this baby is now from 
too and will always be from. Thanks 
to the Israeli occupation , infant mor- 
tality in the Gaza Strip has plum- 
meted, while the birthrate has re- 
mained more or leu steady. At this 
rate, the Gaza camps, producing 
generation after generation of certi- 
fied refugees, will never be li- 
quidated. 

A hopeful, energetic, young, old- 



fashioned. underbudgeted Tsrw 
administrator therefore feels net's 
like a Jewish Sisyphus.

ON A HOT summer day, there is 
nothing more refreshing than lying 
in a pool on a half-submerged air- 
mattress, sipping a long cool drink. 

Unless that pool happens to be in 
Ramot, which threatens to be the 
arena for yet another confrontation 
between religious and secular desires. 

Not that long ago, Saturday night 
news reports would include an item 
about stones - thrown by ultra- 
Orthodox elements on the Ramot 
road. The haredim were violently 
protesting against Sabbath desecra- 
tion on the road leading to their 
neighbourhood. 

Nerves were tautened when, some 
five years ago, a young motorist 
drove into a pole stuck into the 
section of the road then closed to 
vehicular traffic and met bis death. 

The focus is now on the Ramot 
pool, which is soon to be opened: the 
issue is, ostensibly, whether or not 
the pool should be open to the public 
on Shabbat. But it is not so simple. 


The real battle 
in Ramot

THE REAL battle of the Ramot 
road had nothing to do with the issue 
of Sabbath desecration, but centred 
on which group spoke for Jeru- 
salem's ultra-Orthodox population. 

The Neturei Karta saw the Ramot 
road for what it really was. a wedge 
driven between the then expanding 
religious neighbourhoods. The 
group accused Agudat Yisraei of 
accepting “Zionist" bribes, claiming 
that the road was built in exchange 


for municipal funds that were 
verted to Aguda projects. 

What the" Neturei Karta were, in 
effect, saving to residents of the area 
was: “We are the true guardians of 
ultra-Orthodoxy." But this was not 
reflected in the media at the time. 

The residents of the Mattersdorf 
area, who are protesting against a 
road planned rc> connect the north- 
ern neighbourhoods with the Tel 
Aviv highway, have chosen a less, 
volatile approach. They have turned 
to the courts. Of this situation one 
reads almost nothing. 


IN RAMOT. meanwhile, the lines 
appear to have been drawn concern- 
ing the intended opening of the pool. 
It would appear from media reports 
that the issue is a black-and-white 
one. 

The secular elements are insistent 
that the pool open seven days a 
week: they claim that admitting on 


Shabbat only those who have pre- 
paid would solve the problem of 
blatant Sabbath desecration. The re- 
ligious elements are portrayed as 
being opposed to such flimfiam- 
mery. 

Once again, things are not neces- 
sarily as they seem. And again, the 
total lack of objective media analysis 
is aggravating, to say the least. 

Take, for instance, the original 
demonstration against the opening 
of the pool, which was not even 
mentioned on Israel TV's Saturday 
night news. When some of the local 
media bothered to interview Ramot 
residents, only those with a secular 
viewpoint were approached. For the 
religious side, the media turned to 
religious city councillors, as if Ramot 
itself lacked capable religious 
spokesmen. 

It should be noted that there is a 
tendency to refer to aJI religious 
elements as haredim. Perhaps calling 


some of them religious nationalists 
who do not shirk military service 
would harm the secular case. 

Naturally the matter could not end 
on the note of the religious demon- 
stration. Thus on June 8. the rather 
nebulous Action Committee for the 
Ramot pool held a a counter- 
demonstration. 

Israel TV. in its 9 p.m. newscast 
referred to alleged support of Sab- 
bath opening of the pool by "reli- 
gious nationalists." without, 
apparently, attempting to determine 
if there was indeed such support. A 
correction to the report was made on 
the Almost Midnight newscast after 
phoned-in protests to the newsroom. 

Yet three days later, Ertan Ben- 
Dand, former Tadir-Matzad city 
councillor, was still waiting for TV 
newsman Rami Weitz whom he 
hoped to present with evidence as to 
the correct state of affairs. 

The handbill passed out by the 
Action Committee implies religious 
support of the pool being open on 
Shabbat. To the unaware, that and 
vague references to other religious 
support can be misinterpreted as 
agreement with the committee's pur- 
pose. That's what bothers Ben- 
David and other religious residents, 
especially those who were absent 
from the demonstration against the 
pool opening on Shabbat. ”
